Sin:—Your communication of the 22d of March 1st. 
unclosing a warrant fortlio surrender of Robert F. Cur¬ 
ry, in compliance with my requisition, is acknowledged. 
The proper agent has been directed to receive the fugi¬ 
tive and convey him to this State. 

Your compliance with this requisition is made, m 
your communication, a ground for asking a reversal of 
my decision upon a similar process of your predecessor, 
demanding the surrender of Peter Johnson and others. 
Although the condor you have avowed is by no means 
questioned, it is a matter of some surprise that you have 
treated the cases as altogether analogous. If you could 
have shown that the indictment accompanying my re¬ 
quisition was informal and defective in charging the 
crime of forgery; if a competent judicial tribunal had 
decided that the indictment was thus defective, and that 
upon examination there was no probable cause to be- 
lieve the fugitive guilty of an offence against any law 
of this State, and if forgery were not a crime or offence 
against the laws of Virginia, the common law, and 
the laws of all civilized countries, then, although the 
cases would be analogous, it would, in my judgment,, 
and with great deference, follow rather that-the demand 
made by me ought to have been denied - than that the 
requisition issued by your predecessor ought to be 
granted. 

Your views concerning the questions recently discussion 
between your predecessor and myself: your protest against 
supposed aggressions; and your appeal to me to review 
positions heretofore assumed, to abandon opinions and 
measures, pronounced by you to be erroneous and un¬ 
tenable, and to restore harmonious relations between 
the States of New-York and Virginia, have received 
meet careful and respectful consideration. Since, how¬ 
ever, you have intimated that it would be unprofitable 
to renew the’discussionof the question referred to upon 
its merits, my reply will necessarily be as general as 
your communication* 

The Lieut. Governor of Virginia, in 1839, demanded 
•f the Executive of this State, Peter Johnson, Edward 
Smith and Isaac Fansey, as fugitives, upon a vague and 
insufficient charge of stealing a negro slave in that Com¬ 
monwealth. When this demand was made, the Consti¬ 
tution had existed during a half a century, a period 
sufficient, it may he supposed, to present domestic e 
igencies of every character foreseen and intended to 
provided for by the framers of that instrument. Daring 
that period the institution of slavery existed in Virginia 
and some other States, while in this and others it was 
abolished. Yet within that long time only one 
known to have occurred in which the Execuli 
slaveholding State demanded from a State in which! 

■ alavery had ceased to exist, the surrender of a fugitive] 
upon a charge similar to that adopted hy the Lieutenant | 
Governor of Virginia; and no case is known to have] 
happened in which a demand of that character, made| 
under such circumstances, was allowed. The affidavit 
was deemed hy the Executive insufficient and defective,! 
even to charge a crime against the laws jjf Virginia,] 
while the question involved if the requisition were sup-1 
ported hy a proper charge, was regarded as one of grave 
importance, and requiring deliberate consideration. An 
informal note was to the agent of Virginia, pointing 
out the defects in his papers, and giving leave to amend, 
and a time was appointed for the consideration of the 
whole subject. 

In the meantime the supposed fugitives availed them- 
Wlees of the legal remedy and were discharged on a 
writ of habeas corpus, on the grounds that the charge 
Was insufficient, and that, upon examination, it was 
ascertained that the actual offence of the accused consis-] 
ted in their being seamen on board of a ship in which a] 
slave had concealed himself, with a view to what proved 
an unsuccessful attempt to escape from servitude. The 
Lieutenant Governor, to whom the circumstance be came] 
known, nevertheless demanded a decision upon the 
as originally presented., That course presented td 
Executive of this State, on one hand, the alternatb ] 
seeming willing to evade a great constitutional question | 
by placing his denial of the demand on the informal ob¬ 
jection sustained by the judge, the removal of which 
would not dispose of the subject; and on the other, that 
-of assuming the broad constitutional ground upon which,, 
-omnature reflection, he was satisfied the case must at 
'last be decided. Both the frankness which becomes 
.pdbfic functionaries, and a proper respect for the Lieu¬ 
tenant "Governor of Virginia, required the adoption of 
the latter alternative. 

It was not unforeseen that an absolute and probably 
-irreconcileable difference of opin ion must arise between 
the Lieutenant Governor and the Executive of this 
State. It was obvious that the former would assume, in 
■conformity with opinions known to prevail in Virginia, 
that men of a certain race and condition may he, and 
are, property and chatties, the subjects of purchase, sale; 
devise and theft.—The Executive of this State, on the 
contrary, would be faithless to the spirit of its Constitu¬ 
tion and laws, if he did not maintain that all men, of 
whatever race or condition, ate men, and of right ought 
to be freemen; that every remedy for duress ofa human 
being, whether it be the writ de homine replegiando, 
habeas corpus, action for enticement or false imprison¬ 
ment, or indictment for kidnapping, regards him as a 
man and not as properly,and that it is as absurd in this 
State to speak of property in immortal beings, and con¬ 
sequently of stealing them, as it would belo discourse 
of a division of properly ip the common atmosphere. It 
was equally manifest that Virginia would insist that her 
sister States should recognize the right of property by 
one class of her people in another, as established by her 
laws. It would, on the contrary, become the duty of 
the executive of this Stale to hold, that except so far as 
the principle is controlled hy the article of the Constitu¬ 
tion which declares that persons held to labor or service 
in one Stale, hy the laws thereof, and escaping in 
another, shall, on demand and proof, be delivered up 
the persons to whom such labor or service is due, the 
relation of master and slave is a peculiar local relation of 
the Stale where it exists, and that this State is not bound 
ta recognize, or protect it in any manner, much less 
protect it' by extending for that purpose, an arlicle of 
(ho Constitution wkich had no such design, i 
reference whatever to thti relation. 

The Executive of this Slat", always careful to avoid 
even any seeming interference with the institutions 
municipal affairs of other States, .would have gladly 
avoided such a discussion, not &om objections on his 
own port, but because he supposed the discussion, al¬ 
though invited by the Lieut Governor, could not be 
agreeable to the people of Virginia. But it waJ trie 
pleasure, nevertheless, of the Lieut. Governor ofVii 
ginia to demand an answer to the requisition, notwiih- 
standing the decision would involve the great questions 
which have been raised, and notwithstanding he in: 
have known, msreover, that a compliance with the 
quisition would be to surrender three men as criminals 
whom a competent tribunal had pronounced guiltless, 
and thus exhibit the Executive trampling on the 
Judiciary as well as striking down the liberty of citizens 
ef this State. 

Such were the circumstances under which the Execu¬ 
tive of this 8tate denied the requisition of the Lieut. 
Governor, and assumed the grounds on which that de¬ 
nial has been vindicated. The decision was not, as you 
■have assumed, designed as an aggression upon Virginia, 
and intended ta affect her institutions. Virginia was 
admitted, in the broadest sense, to be sovereign within 
her territory, in the enactment and execution of her laws. 
It was denied only that she could extend her legislative 
power so as to give a right to the Executive of this State, 
or rapden.it his duly, to surrender its citizens to be trans¬ 
ported te that commonwealth to be tried, condemned and 
punished for acts notin themselves wrongful, nor regar¬ 
ded as criminal by the laws of this State; and inasmuch 
as differences might exist between the codes of the two 
Stales, it was conceded that in ascertaining the intent of 
the eompact between them, reference might be made, 
in such cases, not to the particular code of the one or 
the other, but .to the common law received by both, the 
laws of all civilized countries. These principles had no 
exclusive reference to the States in which slavery exists, 
but were the same by which other demands upon this 
State are tested, and they have been applied, not only in 
the case in question, but in others presented by Penn- 
aylvania and N. Hampshire, where that institution has 
'long since become obsolete, ;The discussion, 
(however, conducted in a manner which it is hoped will 
•be found to have been always courteous and respectful 
Virginia. 

The Governor °f Virginia, in submitting the corr< „ 
PQUilence ,to the General Assembly, thought proper to 


with the reluctant expression of his surprise and regret 
account of the seeming menace of the Governor of 
Virginia. The Executive of this Slate, desirous to avoid 
increasing the embarrassment which had resulted in 
consequence of the course adopted by tire authorities of 
Virginia, declared that he regarded the subject as one 
falling peculiarly within the province of the Executive 
Department, and in relation to which the duties of that 
department were, prescribed by the constitution and 
laws of the U. S. and not by the constitution or laws 
of this State, and he carefully abstained from invoking 
any legislative sanction of his decision, 

The executive of this Stale subsequently complied, 
promptly and cheerfully, with the request of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Virginia, and submitted the appeal of 
that body from the Executive to the Legislature of this 
State, together with the able arguments of the Governor 
of Virginia and of a committee, of its House of Delegates, 
all of which documents were laid before the Legislature 
without comment. The Executive also, with equal 
cheerfulness, complied with the farther request of the 
Genet a! Assembly of Virginia by reviewing the positions, 
assumed by him, and he trusts performed that flat) in a 
spirit of candor and courtesy. The correspondence 
being thus again closed, the Governor of that. State sub¬ 
mitted it to the General Assembly in the manner he 
deemed proper. 

He at the same time offered large pecuniary rewards 
induce individuals who might be thus tempted to¬ 
me, within the jurisdiction of New York and in viola¬ 
tion of its laws, and convey to Virginia the three indi¬ 
viduals, whose security was doubly assured to them, first 
by the decision ofa competent legal tribunal, and then 
by the Executive authority of ihe State. The Governor 
of Virginia also addressed public circular letters to such, 
and such only of the American States as he assumed 
hod peculiar sympathies with Virginia, inviting them to 
make common cause against New York. The Execu¬ 
tive of this State submitted these proceedings and the 
correspondence to the Legislature of New York without 
remark. The General Assembly of Virginia then 
thought proper to pass an act attempting to impose in- 
■idiotls restrictions and onerous impositions upon citi- 
ens of this State engaged in commerce with that com¬ 
monwealth, citizens no otherwise responsible for the ac- 
of the Government than as being among ilsconstitu- 
; and this was done with a purpose fully avowed to 
oblige the Executive of this Stale to rescind a decision 
made under his constitutional responsibilities, and to 
compel the Legislature of New York to repeal a law 
found on its statute book, in accordance with its constitu¬ 
tion and the constitution of the U. S. and having no 
connection with the question in controversy. 

Simultaneously with this proceeding the Governor of 
Virginia refused compliance with a requisition, admitted 
to lie in due form, for the, surrender of a fugitive charged 
with the crime of forgery, unless the Executive of this 
Stole would first rescind the decision previously made 
by him, allowing, however, to the Executive of ibis State 
six months as a reasonable period to decide upon the ex¬ 
traordinary proposition thus submitted. The executive 
of this State lost no time in assuring the authorities of 
Virginia that the original subject had been reconsidered 
npon its merits, and also in connection with those in¬ 
jurious and retaliatory proceedings, and submitted the 
the result, that the decision having been made 
in accordance with convictions of constitutional 
duty, still entertained, he found no sufficient ground 
| for a reversal of the same. 

It became the duty of the Executive to communicate 
those proceedings of Virginia to the Legislature of this 
j State. In doing so he could not but foresee that 
would think of repealing, and especially under such 
circumstances, a law of the Slate designed for the pro- 
| tcction and security of its own citizens and others 
exposed to the risk of privation of liberty with¬ 
out even a charge of crime. There is no good rea¬ 
son to believe that the interests of the citizens of this j 
State are less carefully guarded by its Legislature than 
the supposed interests of citizens of Virginia are by the 
General Assembly of that Commonwealth.—There j 
no ground to suppose that the principles in regard 
personal liberty and State sovereignty maintained by 
the Executive of this State, are less sedulously cherish¬ 
ed by the Legislature than the institution of slavery is by 
the General Assembly of our sister State. When the 
commercial position, condition and relations of this St; 
are considered, it is not unreasonable to suppose that 
the. Legislature, if it could transcend its constitutional 
barriers, might annoy, harass, and even oppress unoffen- 
| ding citizens of Virginia at least as severely as the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of that commonwealth can oppress such 
citizens of-N. York. 

Nevertheless the Executive declared that he deemed 
_ jy retaliatory action unworthy the dignity and incon¬ 
sistent with tho relations of this State. He recommen¬ 
ded no such measure. He declared that none should be 
adopted on his part; and assuming that the citizens of 
this State have ample constitutional remedies against 
any injuries they may suffer from the wrongful legisla¬ 
tion of Virginia, he declared his confident conviction 
that it might safely be left to the magnanimity of that 
State and her own experience of the consequences of 
her measures, to induce an abandonment of them and 
the performance of her constitutional obligations. The 
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Executive of this State has sincere pleasure in acknowl¬ 
edging that so far as one of the measures is concerned, 
this anticipation has been already realized. 

From this cursory review, rather of what has been 
done than of what has been written, it will appear that 
the authorities of New York have not been tbe actors in 
any transaction tending toward a derangement of the re¬ 
lations between this State and Virginia. New York 
has done nothing, and has spoken only when and so of- 
n as she was appealed to by Virginia, and then always 
... the language of respect and affection. New York 
has made no novel or questionable demands, complained 
of no wrongs, offered no rewaids for violations of laws of 
Virginia, passed no vindictive acts, made no menaces, 
has she endeavored, in any manner, to excite her 
ers against Virginia, although she doubts not there 
many and enlightened „ States among them which 
cherish her own principles and respect her decision. 

I trust therefore, sir, that you will be satisfied, that 
the spirit of conciliation, kindness and devotedness to 
the tfnion, which you have so properly invoked, will 
continue to prevail here, since no other spirit has been 
indulged from the beginning. You have a guaranty 
also of that spirit in the fact that, although not loud 
and frequent in professions, New York is constant in 
works showing her attachment to the Union. Her histo¬ 
ry presents no instance in which she has questioned its 
value, nor has she ever indulged speculations concerning 
that after state which sometimes engages the contempla¬ 
tion of those whose estimate of the value of the Union 
is not fully settled. You have a guaranty also 
perseverance with which New York pursues her policy 
of increasing her communications with her sister States, 
and the determination she manifests to render equal 
justice to them all, while she protects her own citizens 
as she ought upon principles essential to her 
c.eignty and that of her sister States. 

I trvJst, also, that you will agree with me that it rests 
with Virginia to restore harmony between herself and 
New York, it" indeed that harmony has been impaired, 
which New York is not yet prepared to admit. New 
York maintains, with great regard to Virginia, the same 
altitude and relations now as heretofore. She concedes 
to Virginia all sho has ever' yielded. She asks of her 
nothing Virginia does not herself adiljH to be constitu¬ 
tional and just, and she maintains toward her the same 
attitude and relations that she maintains toward the other 
states of the confederacy. If, however, it bo not the 
pleasure of Virginia to retain her ancient attitude and 
cherish her ancient feelings toward New York, I can 
only express my unavailing regret for a circumstance 
unhappy and so unfortunate. 


You are pleased to remark that this State is pursuing 
course calculated to render her territory an asylum 
for felons and runaway slaves. Waiving all exceptions 
to the spirit of this remark, I trust I may be permitted ' 
teplv, first, that it is not inconsistent with the mo 
careful regard to the public morals to grant impunity 
those declared innocent hy the legal tribunals, or 
those whose conviction would involve no offence against 
the laws necessary for the preservation of a well-ordered 
society, and no violation of abstract rights, as ascertained 
from the system of jurisprudence established in civilized 
nations; and secondly, that the experience of the people 
of this State has proved, at least to their own satisfaction, 
that neither public virtue nor public prosperity has re¬ 
ceived any injury from extending, so far as has yet been 
1 a, equal justice to every Tace of meu within our lim-

ANTI-SLAVERY CONVENTION OF HAM¬ 
ILTON CO. 

Ill answer to a call published some weeks in 
the Philanthropist for a convention of life cil- 
of Hamilton comity, Ohio, “opposed to 
the support and protection of the system of sla¬ 
very by the Government of the United States; 

interference by the Federal Government 
with that system as it exists in the slaveholding; 
States; to the encroachments of the slavehol¬ 
ding power upon the rights and interests of the 
non-slaveholding Stales; and in favor of adop¬ 
ting all proper measures for the extinction of 
American slavery;” a respectable assemblage of 
citizens met at Mount Pleasant, on Wednesday, 
the m day of May, 1841. 

The nse of the Presbyterian church of the 
village naving been kindly granted for that pur¬ 
pose, the convention met at 10 o’clock, A. M. 

Rev. Mr. Benton being called to the chair, it 
was moved and seconded that Samuel Lewis 
Esq., be elected to preside over the Conven¬ 
tion; Who was accordingly -appointed. The 
convention were then led in prayer by the pas¬ 
tor of the church. 

The President on taking the chair, briefly 
stated the object of the meeting—the free dis¬ 
cussion of the principles of anti-slavery—and 
adverted to the importance of discussing that 
any other subject of public interest in the 
primary assemblies of tbe people. 

The following gentlemen were chosen Vice 
Presidents:—Mr. Benton, Mr. Vanzant, Mr. 
Poe, and Christian Donaldson. 

The following gentlemen were appointed 
Secretaries:—William J. Barbee, and George 
Smith. 

On motion of Mt. Boyle, the following gen¬ 
tlemen were appointed a committee to prepare 
business for the meeting:—Messrs J. C. White, 

J. Boyle, Mr. Miller, S. Pouder, C. Edwards, 
Cornelius Burnett, P. S. Labayleaux, J. Ilanly, 
Danl. Parker, and S. C. Pool. 

Mr. Blanchard addressed the meeting some¬ 
what at length, on the fundamental principles 
of abolition. His remarks may appear here¬ 
after. 

The business committee having returned, laid 
before the meeting the following resolutions as a 
part of their report: 

1. Resolved, That the anti-slavery move¬ 
ment springs from the Christian spirit of broth¬ 
erhood which commands us to own all men of ( 
every name and nation, clime and complexion 
as children of our Heavenly Father—from the 
Democratic creedofour country, which declares 
all men to be born free and equal—and from 
the social principle of our age which seeks to 
raise every human being to true manhood, and 
claims for labor its justly deserved dignity. 

2. Resolved, That the anti-slavery move- 
menfshould be carried on in a liberal, wise, and 
determined spirit; with reverence for the plans 
by which Providence is introducing upon earth 

[the reign of love and liberty—with sympathy, 
respect and hope for our colored brethren, and 
with justice and charity for our countrymen, 
cursed with the fatal legacy of slaveholding in¬ 
stitutions. 

Resolved, That in view of. the constant 
danger in which our government stands of be¬ 
ing implicated in the crime of slaveholding, of 
the frequent and flagrant abuse of the American 
flag, for purposes of man stealing—of the repea¬ 
ted and inevitable collision arising between the 
free and slaveholding States—we and all people 
of the free States,..are solemnly bound through 
resolves of legislatures, and through the acts of 
our representatives in Congress to demand from 
the slaveholding States, such amendments of 
the Constitution and laws as will preserve us 
from being at any time or in any way abettors 
in what we think to be the crime of holding men 
as property. 

4. Resolved, That our brethren of the slave¬ 
holding States are bound by every motive of 
honor and courtesy, of self-interest and policy 
to release us and all citizens of the free States 
from any and every implied obligation to aid in 
supporting their “Domestic institutions,” or 
silently to connive at a practice which, as they 
know, we conscientiously believe to be an in¬ 
fringement of the law of God and man 

These resolutions being accepted, as a part 
of the report of the business committee, it was, 
upon motion, agreed that each resolution be ta¬ 
ken up and discussed separately. 

Whereupon, on the reading of the first reso¬ 
lution, and a motion pending for its adoption, 
the meeting was addressed by Wm. H. Chan- 
ning of Cincinnati, and Thomas E. Thomas 
of Hamilton. 

The former spoke as follows:— 

Mr. President, —This resolution is an im¬ 
portant one, because it expresses the fundamen¬ 
tal principles of the anti-slavery movement, and 
so expresses them as to meet a prevalent pre¬ 
judice. There are many who affect to think, 
many probably who do think the anti-slavery 
‘•excitement," as they call it, a mere outbreak 
of fanatic zeal, and class abolitionists among 
well-meaning visionaries, or turbulent agita¬ 
tors. “Let these fools and notoriety-seek¬ 
ers alone,” they contend, “let them see 
that they are of no importance, and in a few 
years we shall hear no more of abolition/’— 
Yes, sir! In face of one of the most 
surprising revolutions that this earth has ever 
■the peaceful establishment of liberty in 
the British West Indies—in opposition to the 
opinions of the whole civilized world, these 
wise men still smile at the extravagance of those 
who can hope for the elevation of the colored 
race. To them anti-slavery is a passing fever, 
the momentary delirium of a band of half-crazed 
philanthropists. 

Now, sir, I like this resolution, because it 


assigns its true position to the anti-sravery move¬ 
ment, and claims for it the respect it deserves. 
It describes it as being tho natural and necessa¬ 
ry result of the religious, political and social 
spirit of our time; it asserts that it is the fruit of 
that root of faith, which is the moral life of our 
Later times will do these much censured, 
much ridiculed abolitionists justice, and recog¬ 
nize them as the van leaders in the army of re¬ 
form. Let us take this comprehensive view 
of anti-slavery, and we shall declare and act out 
its principles, not with sectarian bitterness, not 
wilh party bigotry, but with solemn, dignified, 
disinterested zeal. For one, I believe, there¬ 
fore will I say, that the indignant protest now 
thundered'forth against slavery throughout the 
vilized world, is a bright sign that the Divine 
Spirit is Working in the souls of this generation. 
Anti-slavery should be a part of our religion. 

Often as anti-slavery principles have been 
presented, it is never ont of place to discuss 
them, so long as they are opposed by prejudice 
or indifferently slighted. Therefore would I 
attempt in a few words to illustrate the posi- 
; assumed m this resolution. The resolu¬ 
tion asserts that anti-slavery is the result of that 
Christian love, that political faith in the rights 
and mntual duties of men, and that social desire 
of elevating every individual of every class and 
ink to the dignity of true manhood, which 
combine to form the moral atmosphere of our 


How can we demonstrate axioms, how can 
we prove what is self-evident? And yet these 
incontrovertible positions are denied, denied hy 
professing Christians, by so called statesmen, 
and by those who would scorn to be thought 
behind their times. Let us take up these three 
positions in order. 

The anti-slavery movement springs from the 
Christian spirit of brotherhood. Strange, that 
any one who has listened to Jesus Christ, ever 
looked up into his benignant eyes, ever seen 
his smile, or heard his tones of love, can doubt 
whether he would have tolerated the thought of I 
man holding man as property. To him the 
human race was one large family, embraced in 
the Providence of one Heavenly Father.— 
“Brethren,” this is the only name for Christians. 

A Christian holding a fellow Christian as a thing, 
a chattel, a tool, a brute ! It is a monstrous 
outrage upon Jesus Christ, to suppose that he 
could have borne with such an abuse of human¬ 
ity. Oh, ye learned divines, vindicating the 
right and duty of owning men; ye slaveholding 
preachers, soothing the consciences of buyers 
and sellers of souls; ye elders and .deacons 
driving your brother Christians with a whip; 
how can ye be waked from that sleep, 
where conscience is deaf? Do you believe in 
that hope which so many Christians hold, that 
the Prince of Peace is to return to reign in 
righteousness upon the earth, to make this 
world once more an Eden ? Do you daily pray, 
and constantl)'hope to be admitted among pure, 
loving, happy spirits into the Kingdom of 
God? Yon do! Well, Suppose that at this 
hour the trumpet sbonld sound, and with the 
brightness of noon added to noontide, and with 
attendant crowds of blessed ones rejoicing in 
perfect goodness, the Judge should come—how 
would you stand before that incarnate power of 
Justice and Mercy? What would you say? 
Come into his presence, with your colony 
of slaves, bent with toil, seamed with lashes, 
ragged and ditty, ignorant and rude, helpless 
and vicious; and can you .say, I ask you by the 
solemnity of conscience, can you say, with that 
deep penetrating eye of love, full upon you, 

■thou gavest unto me five talents, lo! I have gain¬ 
ed five others ?” No, no, friend, the thoughts of 
the minds you had cramped, the hearts you had 
imprisoned, the energies you had perverted to 
your own purposes would overcome you then; 

■Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least of j 
my brethren, ye have done it unto 

But take a different view, suppose that Christ 
to come again, not visibly, but in the tri¬ 
umph of his principles, in the prevalence of his 
spirit, in filling human hearts with the love that 
overflowed in waters of life from him; and I 
ask any one whether owning man as property, 
using him as a thing, is not at this moment just 


man and making him a living soul. It would 
be weakness to think or to admit for an instant, 
that this desecration of the “Iffe of God in the 
soul of man,” is compatible with the Christian spi¬ 
rit of brotherhood. The master, who does not 

hold himself responsible lo Heaven as a guardi¬ 
an of the beings intrusted to his care, who does 
not seek as his chief end their elevation, who 
does not labour and pray for their deliverance, 
who does not utterly deny that these men are 
hi3 property, is not and cannot be a Christian, 
be he bishop, presbyter, or layman. The anti¬ 
slavery movement springs from that respect for 
man as a child of God, that hope for man as a 
spirit destined to immortality, that love for man 

as a fellow-heir of Heaven which Christian faith 
necessarily inspires. And it is one proof that 
the spirit of Jesus is triumphing over selfish¬ 
ness, and (hat Christendom is in some degree be¬ 
coming Christian, that the consciences of men 
have at last awakened lo a recognition of the 
rights of the slave. 

The rights of the slave! Yes sir, the ina¬ 
lienable rights of the .slave as a human being! 
And this brings us to the second position as¬ 
sumed in the resolution, that the anti-slavery 
movement springs front the democratic creed, 
that all men are born free and equal. It is the 
fashion among some degenerate Americans, to 
say, (and many secretly think who would blush 
to say,) that these immortal words in the Decla- 
rafion of Independence are mere abstractions, 
rather unworthy, on the whole, of the cool, sa¬ 
gacious, common sense of the Fathers of tire Rev¬ 
olution. What would Adams, Jefferson, and the 
others of that illustrious band say to these mod¬ 
ern satres ? Why! that these abstractions had 
worked the mighty creation of anew order of 
society. On those two words, which modern 
sophistry would dissipate, rests this nation.— 
Freedom and equality are the corner-stone of our 
Institutions. And shame tin its, as a people! 
that we have been so false to the very first arti¬ 
cle of our .political faith. The glorious oppor¬ 
tunity was afforded this nation of setting an ex¬ 
ample to the world, of a true state of humanity. 
Alas, we have sold our birthright. The world 
no longer owns us as the standard : bearer of ] 
freedom. But because we have been false, 
Providence has not been faithless. In the 
American Revolution, democracy was born; and 
democracy is no abstraction, as all slavehol¬ 
ders of all names and kinds, in every land, must 
sooner or later learn. And now this spirit of ] 
Democracy, which recognizes the rights of each 
individual man, returns from its mission through 
the world to drive us, as a people, to our work. 
It taunts us with our hypocritical professions, it 
ridicules us for our empty boasts, it sternly re¬ 
bukes us for our broken vows. Heaven grant, 
that the scorn of the civilized earth may be 
keen enough to goad us into fidelity to our res¬ 
ponsibilities as a Nation. But better things 
may be said. Democracy among ourselves (and 
I use the word not in the narrow party sense, 
but in the large universal sense, as representing 
the spirit of liberty,) Democracy among our¬ 
selves acknowledges the shameful contrast be¬ 
tween our unlimited assertion of individual 
rights, and our actual denial of all rights, do¬ 
mestic, social, political and religious, to one 
sixth of our citizens. Throughout our own na¬ 
tion, at least throughout the free States, the 
democratic spirit is acting with renewed 
strength; and it teaches every aspiring and just 
man to feel for those, whose lot is degradation, 
whose homes are desecrated, whose labors en¬ 
rich only others, whose souls are not their own, 
whose manhood is crushed by chains. 

And this, sir, brings us to the third position 
assumed in the resolution, which is, that the 
anti-slavery movement springs from “the social 
principle of our age, which seeks to raise every 
individual to true manhood, and claims its just¬ 
ly deserved dignity for labor.” The dignity of 
labor—ay, let those words be repeated, the dig¬ 
nity of labor. They are the wateh-words of re¬ 
form. In nothing has slavery injured our country 
more, than inbreathing abroad an effeminate, un¬ 
manly contempt for honest toil. The sages of the 
South tell us that a laboring man cannot be in¬ 
telligent enough, elevated enough in character, 
to take a worthy part in the government of a 
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but these principles were established before 
were founded upon immutable truth.

Does not slavery as a 
principle, and an institution, virtually and ac¬ 
tually deny that slaves are meu or to be treated 
like men, the world over; has it not been thought 
necessary lo check, as far as possible, the 
growth of a slave’s spiritual nature, except in so 
far, perhaps, as making him conscientious, may 
keep him quiet, through meekness, under 
wrongs ? But talking about matters so plain, 
may darken with words, truths self-luminous. 
A slave is a thing, and it matters not how 
kind, how pure, how zealous may be the mas- 
inevitable necessity prevents him from 
treating what he can buy and sell as property, 
like a brother-immortal, But again, Christian¬ 
ity teaches that every human being receives his 
spiritual life from God, that God is working in 
every human soul lo will and to do his good plea¬ 
sure; the life of every spirit in human form is 
God’s spirit. The pretence of owning men 
implies therefore, necessarily, the impious claim 
of owning God. Check the man’s growth, 
and you are checking God; burden his soul, and 
you are laying earth’s fetters on the Holy 
Ghost. Yes, it is no exaggeration, it is the 
plain fact, that just so far as human po' 
do it, slavery thwarts the purposes of the infi-

Their hands are too 
delicate to use the plough and the harrow, held 
by their fathers to earn that competence by 
which they have been nurtured and educated. 
And so long as slavery exists among us, will this 
unworthy stigma attach to labor; so long will it 
be-thought a merit to grow rich rapidly by any 
means, rather than to be useful in productive 
toils; unless indeed we say as we may with 
truth say, that this wasteful speculation, as well 
slavery springs from the mercenary, grasp¬ 
ing, selfish spirit which has been the bane of 
our country. But a brighter day is coming.— 
Every where we see manifestations that a high- 
standard of manhood is introduced, and that 
m are becoming valued for what they are, n 
for what they have. 

The day is not far distant when it will be 
disgrace to a man to be an idler, when laborious 
usefulness will be the only claim to honor and 
confidence.

I “Thought would destroy their paradise.”—Croy. 

It was a cold and cloudy morning, in the De¬ 
cember of 1835, when I prepared tp go on a 
mission, very far from delightful, as will appear 
before I finish.
